i It is interesting to note 
‘that in the sub division of 
} Altona there was a sharp per- 
centage increase in what was 
;already a strong Labor com- 
i munity, the actual figures be- 
jing 55.9 per cent. in 1961 to 
59.9 per cent. in 1964 while 
\ overall in the electorate of 
Grant there was an increase 
of 1.2 per cent..and in the 
enormous Southern Province 
Electorate ‘containing nearly 
250,000 voters there was an 
increase of 2.6 per cent.— 
these gains have been made 
at a time when Labor’s State- 
wide percentage figure was 
slightly down, although the 
number of primary votes in- 
creased. - : 

In seeking an explanation 
for Altona’s large gains, it 
is reasonable to suggest that 


“jat least part of the reason 


is probably due to the strong 
Labor leadership given to our 
community by the local Shire 
Council, the members of 
which, although they- them- 
selves admit to some failings,
